In order to prevent the University 
‘of Alberta from being again made 
liable for damages in the event of 
further. hazing of students as part of 
their higher education, the govern- 
ment brought in an amendment to 
the University Act, protecting the 
University from civil suits for dam- 
ages, without its consent. In the 
recent Powlett ease, in which youth 
was driven insane during ‘the hazing 
‘ process, the damages and legal ex- 
penses incurred by the province éx- 
céeded $50,000.00. 

The Act to Promote Stability in 
the Agricultural Industry was the 
government’s answer to requests for 
a moratorium for farmers, or for 
. scaling down of farm debts. Ac- 
cording to Dean J. Weir of the law

The Canadian people are confronted with a gigantic problem. We say 
the Canadian people advisedly because, while governments, Federal, Pro- 
vincial and Municipal are all struggling with it, the problem is one A aE 
The 
fact that it is a problem facing ail other nations offers no consolation be- 
cause the more acute and difficult it is in other lands only seryes to make 
it more difficult in Canada, 

The problem can be stated in two or three words ,—unemployment and 
relief, 


The unemployed man or woman wants work and the wages which work | 
will bring to them. Failing work and wages, they must be provided by | 


Governments with the necessities of life,—food, clothing, fuel and shelter. 


Such necessities can, of course, only be provided by the State through | 


the taxation of those other men and women who are employed, or still have 
some savings accumulated throughout the years of the past in order to} 
make provision for their own future and old age. The only other way is 
for Governments to borrow money and add such borrowings to their public 
debts’ upon which interest must be paid through increased taxation, and the) 
pr: ‘neipal sum of: which is passed on as a liability for future generations 
to meet. 

So far as municipalities, with their small and Imited sources of revenue, 
are concerned, many have reached the limit of what their taxpayers are 
able to pay in order to care for those who are unemployed. 
‘tion simply means that more people will be unable to pay it, and, failing to 
do so, will lose what they still have and will, in turn, be forced ‘on relief”. 
Faced with this situation, a largely attended conference of the mayors of 
the leading cities and towns of Canada unanimously declared the inability 
of the municipalities to any longer carry their share of the relief burden 
and called upon the Federal Government to assume it in its entirety. 

On their part, the Provinces,—and more particularly the Western Prov- 


inces, which, in addition to the general and world-wide economic depression, 
have suffered more ‘severely than ‘other portions of the Dominion because 
of successive years of crop failures owing to the unprecedented drouth con- 
ditions which have prevailed,—now find it impossible to raise, either by taxa- 
tion or borrowings, the Provincial share of relief expenditures and at the 
same tme assume the share of the municipalities. 

It must be recognized, therefore,—the truth cannot be ignored, —that | 
the problem is a national one, and one that most intimately concerns every 
Canadian citizen and évery Canadian interest. This must now be accepted | 


as a fact even though under the. constitution of this country the responsi- | 


bility of making provision for people in need’ is primarily- a ‘municipal. re- 


sponsibility. That is, the actual facts of the situation override all Cong) 


tutional apects. 

Then, there is the other side of the picture. ‘Tens of thousands of peo- 
ple who are ‘on relief” complain that the amounts allotted to them are in- 
adequate to their. needs and desires. They are insistent in their demands 


that relief allowances be substantially increased. They are organizing to} 
enforce their demands, and all over the. country communistic agitators are | 


playing upon their distress and worries and arousing their passions and 
making demands which it is manifestly impossibie fer the remainder of the 


people to satisfy. 

These agitators all loudly object to people on relief being asked to 
render any service whatever in return for the payments being regularly 
made to them. ‘They insist that no person should be called. upon by the 


municipality in which they reside to perform any work in return for the | 


assistance extended to them. They refuse to recognize that, in effect, people 
are being paid what is tantamount to wages in advance, small though they | 
may. be, by their other fellow citizens, and they declare that to ask relief | 
recipients to render any service in return for such .assistance is to make | 
“slaves” of them. 

Yet Canadians worthy of the name, and knowing their country’s diffi- 
culties, should be grateful for what is being done in their behalf, and if | 
there is any manhood left in them they should not only be ready and willing, | 
but actually anxious, to make what return they can to their fellow citizens | 
and their country. These agitators demand work,—not for themselves but 
for those they would make their dupes,—and when work in its usually | 
accepted meaning cannot be provided but State assistance is extended, they |’ 
then advocate refusal to work in exchange for such assistance, or even for 
a small fraction of it. Why? Because they are out to destroy the very in- 
stitutions of -government and the very people who are now providing the | 
unemployed with the necessities of life. 

Such is the major Canadian problem of to-day... It is one, let it be re- 
peated and emphasized, that vitally affects every citizen. It ‘is their prob- | 
lem; what are they going to do about it? 

‘We submit that the citizen who is employed) or has an income, or some 
reserves, should pay his taxes. uncomplainingly, willingly and promptly and 
thus assist his country in a time of. great difficulty. More, he should make 
every effort to provide a little work, no matter how small or temporary the 
job may be, for some one out of.work, and thus relieve the pressure. 

We submit further that all persons on relief should be reasonable in 
their demands, should endeavor to get along with as little as possible, rather. , 
than demand more. And they should show their manhood and self-respect | 
by willingly, and at all times, rendering such service in return to their fel- 
low citizens as it may be in their power to render. 

This is no time to “rock the boat,’’ and any person who seeks to do so 
is not a true Canadian, but hds an: ultericr motive to serve, and may well | 
be described as an enemy of the country.

Under irrigation, the _ different 
varieties of vegetables. require differ- 
ent anfOunts of water and at different 
‘times. The rows should therefore be: 
planted. in such. a manner that water 
may be applied to each row as re- 
quired. Furrow irrigation is pre- 
ferable to sprinkling and _ distribu- 
tion may be obtained by small per- 
forations at proper spacings -in a 
ten or twenty foot length of pipe. 
The outer end should be blocked and 
the other end fitted with a hose con- 


| nection. 


Where land is cheap or where the 
‘garden may be laid out in any shape 
desired, ease of cultivation should be 
considered. All the rows may be. 
placed the same distance apart, just 
wide enough for a horse cultivator, 
whether the vegetable requires little 
room or a great deal of room to ma- 
ture, The rows should be as long as 
possible for horse cultivation and: 
several kinds of vegetables may be 
planted in the same row. Less time 
is wasted in turning, and also less 
ground in turning ends which are of- 
ten weedy. A few minutes with a 
horse cultivator will keep a farm 
garden reasonably free from weeds 
during the rush season in the spring 
when there is not time for hand hoe- 
ing. . Horse cultivation reduces the 
amount of hand labor to a minimum 
and brings down the cost of produc- 
tion. At the same time it often | 
means the difference between suc- | 
cess and failure with the farm gar- 
den. For this reason, the garden 
should be located close to both house 
and barn. Being réadily accessible 
from the barn may mean time would 
be taken to cultivate the garden when 
it woyld not if a special trip were 
necessary for the work.

SELECTION. OF EGGS 
' FOR HATCHING 


(Experimental Farm Note) 

In the selection of eggs for hatch- 
ing, only those weighing at least 24 
ounces to the dozen should be chosen. 
They should be fresh, of normal 
shape and.of good shell texture. 

It is generally recognized that hens 
are more satisfactory than pullets as 
breeders for egg production flocks. 
the chief reason being that mortality 
in rearing and throughout the pullet 
year is higher in the progeny of pul- 
lets than in that of hens. 

Only healthy parent stock which 
has been tested for pullorum disease 
should be mated. At the Dominion 
Experimental Station, Lacombe, Al- 
berta, the hens used as breeders are 
all yearlings or older. These birds 
have shown ability in egg production 
and egg size, and in maintenance of 
body weight during their pullet year. 
Males to be used should show ample 
vigor, be of good type and size and 
of good breeding. When a male bird 
is used for a second or subsequent 
‘breeding season it is because his pre- 
potency has been proven by the per- 
formance of his daughters. 

The feeding of breeders is ebsenti- 
ally important. A good. laying mash 
containing two pints of cod liver oil 
to each one hundred peunds of the 
mash mixture should be hefure ‘he. 
birds at all times. J? the birds do
